Late U. S. Stamp News 


ORD is at hand from C. E. 
Nickles of Washington, D. 
C., that the 1c stamp of the 
new National Parks Series 
is to be issued first day 
from Yosemite National Park, Calif., 
on July 16. The announcement by Mr. 
Nickles also states that the stamp will 
be issued at the Philatelic Agency at 
Washington on the same date. 


This announcement is such as to 
leave a question in the mind of col- 
lectors for the Agency does not handle 
first day covers and if the stamp is 
to be sold at Washington on the same 
date as at the Park, then unless the 
Postoffice at Washington arranges to 
handle covers for collectors, it will 
be necessary to get them through a 
dealer source in Washington, if you 
want first day from both points. 


It is said the new stamps will be of 
the flat plate style and of a large 
size. 


The Airmail postage rate is to be 
changed to 6c on July 1st. This an- 
nouncement is final. A new 6c stamp 
of the same type as the current air- 
mail stamp is to be prepared. This 
stamp will be orange in color. It may 
be that the new stamp will be ready 
for the first day of the new rate and 
again it may not be ready. Whether 
It will be announced so that collectors 
can get covers is a question. Those 
who want first day covers should ar- 
Tange at once with some Washington 


source so as to get the stamp when 
Issued, 


For the collector, however, covers 
mailed on the first day of the new 6c 
rate will be as desirable as first day 
covers of the new stamp, in fact more 


desirable from an historic point of 
view, 





The Wisconsin stamp has definitely 
been announced as a 3c stamp to be 
issued on July 7, first day from Green 
Bay, Wisconsin. It has not yet been 
definitely decided just what size and 
shape the stamp will be, but it is be- 
ing considered in a size similar to 
the late Mother’s Day Stamp. 

The stamp will be placed on sale 
at Washington, D. C. and at other 
cities on July 9th. 





The Business Women of Lake 
Wales, Florida, are asking the Post- 
office Department for a special post- 
age stamp for the Mountain Lake 
Singing Tower, otherwise known as 
the Bok Tower which was built by 
Edward Bok and dedicated by Presi- 
dent Coolidge in 1929. 





A change in the announced design 
for the 8c stamp of the National 
Parks issue has been made. Instead 
of the Sequoia subject for this value, 
Crater Lake in Oregon will be used. 
It should certainly satisfy the west- 
ern states, this National Parks set 
for unless we are mistaken all but 
two of the announced designs are 
from the western parks. Only Acadia 
in Maine and the Great Smokys are 
eastern Parks. 

There is a suggestion that there be 
a %c stamp as well as a 1%c value 
in this set which would boost the total 
to an even dozen and we see no rea- 
son why these two values should not 
be added. 

In event these values are added it 
is due to the central and eastern part 
of America that subjects from that 
territory should be selected. What 
spot is better known than Natural 
Bridge or some of Nature’s beauty 
spots in the Catskills, or the Palisades 
of the Hudson river.

Mrs. A. C. White has asked us to 
tell something about proofs. In print- 
ing parlance the word proof is used to 
denote an impression of a newly com- 
posed stick, or galley, of type as it 
comes from the typesetter. This im- 
pression is usually placed on a sheet 
of paper with large margins in order 
that there may be plenty of room for 
the “proof-reader” to note corrections 
in the text. With a few refinements 
“proof” means the same thing to the 
philatelist. ; 

The refinements are as follows: “Die 
Proof,” this term is used to denote the 
impression taken from the master die 
—the actual block of steel which the 
engraver graves. This proof is taken 
to show to people who have the au- 
thority to approve or disapprove the 
design. For example, this is probably 
what happened to the die proof of the 
Mothers Day stamp: first it was 
rushed to New York or Chicago or 
wherever General Farley happened to 
be at the time. He said “Okay” so it 
was given to the President who also 
approved. Then it was shown to the 
Greeting Card Makers, the Gift Can- 
dy Makers, the Florists Association 
and the Mothers of America. The 
Greeting Card men kicked because 
Whistler’s mother was not reading a 
eard. The candy makers kicked be- 
cause there was no candy on the 
table. The florists were happy because 
of the flowers and the mothers kicked 
because the painting on the wall had 
not been changed to a war service flag 
with a few gold stars on it. 

So the die proof was returned to 
the bureau and used without change. 
Then the transfer roll was made and 
the plates rocked in and a “plate 
proof” drawn or pulled, as the expres- 
sion goes. This “plate proof” is an

impression of an entire sheet of 
stamps and is the second refinement in 
the philatelic use of “proof.” The 
plate proof was then checked and the 
stamps printed. Then the artists 
kicked because the picture was muti- 
lated and the stamp collectors kicked 
because it was printed by both rotary 
press and flat plate press. 

Thus we follow the philatelic proof 
as related to the issuance of a stamp, 
from the original die to the finished 
plate. Of course, not all stamps have 
kickers all along the line like this 
but all of them have some. However, 
old Die Proof is made of sturdy steel 
and can take plenty of criticism with- 
out changing a line.

WEAK DEALERS A reader writes 
under date of 
June 11, and says, “I wish you had a 
column that would expose some of 
these dealers that have no stock.” 
There is much food for thought in the 
above remark and this is not the first 
instance in which we have had similar 
complaints come in our mail. 

There are two reasons for such a 
complaint, one is the fault of the deal- 
er who causes the complaint and the 
other is partially the fault of the col- 
lector who makes the complaint be- 
cause he invites the contact that caus- 
es the complaint. 

The new or young dealer, especially 
the dealer who has a very limited 


©lsirable and wanted 


stock often makes the mistake of ad- 
vertising in a manner that will draw 
him inquiries which he has no possible 
chance to handle in a proper manner. 
Sueh a form of advertising is an utter 
waste of advertising money. The 
dealer should be very careful in the 
preparation of advertising copy and 
try to convey a message that will 
bring a reply or an inquiry for goods 
which he can fill. Obtaining replies or 
requests for goods which you can not 
supply is a loss of time, money and 
prestige which is a bad combination. 
On the other hand, too frequently, the 
collector in trying to buy below the 
market or at a lower figure than he 
should rightfully expect to pay for de- 
stamps, will con- 
tact the less experienced dealer with 
unsatisfactory results for while the 
small dealer who frequently prices his 
stamps of a certain kind at a price 
lower than the established dealer who 
maintains an extensive stock, for the 
purpose of getting business, can not 
supply an extensive line at equivalent 
prices and as a result the customer 
which he thinks he has made becomes 
discouraged and looks elsewhere for 
the items he wants. ? 

It is thus a matter of price and 
one can not hope to buy anything and 
get real service, at cut prices. A col- 
lector who demands service should not 
ask for bottom prices at the same 
time. Service in this instance being a 
dealer’s ability to supply a reasonable 
number of the collectors’ wants and it 
takes a heavy investment in stamps to 
do this. 

The small dealer will find that he 
can operate with much more success if 
he will try to word his advertising to 
draw the class of trade that he is able 
to cater to. 


Collestors have been 
specializing for so 
long a time that it is 
regretful that there are not more 
dealers who specialize in certain defi- 
nite lines. It is true that we have sev- 
eral very successful dealers who deal 
solely in United States Stamps. That, 
however, is a very hard field to cover 
unless the dealer has a large amount 
of money at his command. 

With the advent of the new style of 
albums that are being offered by Scott 
as well as the various specialty albums 
that come into the market from time 
to time, there is room for the dealer 
who will build up a stock of stamps to 
meet these various lines. The demand 
for Map Stamps, for example has been 
greatly increased in the past year by 
the appearance of an album designed 
especially for these stamps. A want 
list of such stamps is something that 
a dealer with a general stoek would 
have great difficulty in filling for such 
stamps are naturally quick sellers and 
to fill a want list a dealer would have 
to comb his entire stock. 

The dealer who will build a stock of 
this type of stamp can find a ready 
market for the stamps and at prices 
which need not be at 50 to 60% dis-

count, 





Collectors who are trying to fill one 
of these albums for map stamps will 
readily pay a higher price than they 
would pay for ordinary material if 
any dealer can only show them the 
material and fill their wants. 

Numerous other lines for dealer 
specializing are readily apparent for 
the dealer who will study the field and 
this type of dealing holds for the most 
possibilities for the man of small 
means who wishes to enter the field as 
a dealer.

Costa Rica Air Stamp 


Cornered 


A correspondent in Costa Rica sends 
newspaper clippings and details about 
the recent issue of Costa Rican Air 
stamps of which there is a set of 13 
values for ordinary air mail use and 
the same set is also surcharged for 
OFFICIAL use. This makes a total 
of 26 new ones in one litter. 

It appears, however, that the 
stamps surcharged for OFFICIAL use 
have been made the basis of a specu- 
lation since the 5c value has been ex- 
hausted at the Postoffices and no more 
can be had. There were 20,000 copies 
of this stamp prepared. The local col- 
lectors wishing to obtain the stamp 
for 5 centimos are advised that no 
more are available from the govern- 
ment, yet a local dealer is offering 
them in plentiful quantities at 25 cen- 
timos each, a four hundred percent. 
profit deal. 

Already requests have been made 
for the government to issue a further 
quantity of this stamp in order that 
collectors might be supplied without 
paying the advanced price asked.
